“Who gave himself for us, | 


that he might redeem us from 
all iniquity, and purify unto him- 
self a peculiar people, zealous of 
good works.” Titus 2:14.

When Jesusymade mention of “this 
fold” He had reference to the poor, 
humble class of the Jews. 


The thief and robber He referred to 
was the high and exalted class, such 
as the haughty Pharisee. Then the 
other sheep which were not of that 
fold were really the Gentiles. It is 
true, they were strangers to the com- 
tmoonwealth of Israel and knew not 
God, but Jesus through His blood 
made them nigh. This Jesus had in 
mind when He said, “Them also I 
must bring.” How did He bring them, 
but by His suffering and shed blood? 
Yes, the other sheep are the Gentiles. 

What did Jesus mean by saying that

Paul in the 7th chapter of Romans 
was trying to show the deceitfulness 
of sin, how it would down a man, and 
how wretched it would make one.

Paul at that writing was not a 
wretched man. He was not walking 





after the flesh.. Sin was not reigning 
in his mortal body. He had found a 
way to be delivered from that body 
of death (Adamic sin) and that way 
of deliverance is through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Rom. 7:25. Now Paul 
came in touch with Jesus on the way 
to Damascus, he prayed through and 
became sanctified and received the 
Holy Ghost after Ananias instructed 
him. He lived a holy life from this 
time forth. See 1 Thes. 2:10. Now 
Paul didn’t write this letter to the 
Romans till after this statement to 
the Thessalonians. 

He says, “But ye are not in the flesh, 
but in the Spirit, if so be that the 
Spirit of God dwell in you.” He furth- 
er states. “There is therefore now no 
condemnation to them which are in 
Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit.” 

Who would deny that Paul had the 
Spirit, even at this writing? Pauli only 
used his own case, in referring back 
to the time that he was tied to 
that old man. But at mt time he 
was delivered. 

Who does the “man abe of Rev- 
elation 12 represent? Also who does 
the woman represent? Ella McFarland. 

The “man child” représents the 
overcoming saints, those that are 
born into the Pentecostal experience 
by the travail of the woman. This 
Pentecostal experience is the grace 
that makes us overcomers. This class 
will be caught up to the throne.

REGENERATION

Regeneration is a Greek word mean- 


- ing a change or renovation; to make 


new; being born again; the possessor 
of new life given by the Holy Ghost. 

Regeneration is different from jus- 
tification. Justification is a change in 
our relationship with God, while re- 
generation is a change in our moral 
and spiritual natures. 

Regeneration changes one from the 
state of depravity or spiritual death 
to spiritual life. “For to be carnally 
minded is death; but to be spiritually 
minded is life and peace.” Rom. 8:6. 
“For the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus hath made me free from 
the law of sin and death.” Rom. 8:2. 

The work of regeneration is brought 
about by and through the Holy Ghost. 
It is represented in the Scriptures as 
“being born again,” “born of God” 
and “born of the Spirit.” InJohn 3:3 
where Jesus talked to Nicodemus he 
said, “Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.” 

So we see the absolute necessity 
of the birth from above. “We know 


that we have passed from death unto] 


life bécause we love the brethren.” 
Y John 3:14. “Every one that loveth 
is born of God.” 1 John 4:7. “Who- 
soever believeth that Jesus is the 
Christ is born of God: and every one 
that loveth him that begat loveth him 
I oo that is begotten of him.” 1 John 

1. 

At’1 Pet. 1:23 He speaks of being 
born not of -corruptible seed, 
but of imeorruptible, by the Word of 
God.” - Of course this incorruptible 
seed is Christ the Lord. 

‘A man brought from heathen to 
Jewish religion was said to be regen- 
erated, but he was-only converted. One 
may be converted without receiving 
anything of the Spirit for in James 
5:20 we read, “Let him know, that 
he which converteth the sinner from 
the error of his way shall save a soul 
from death, and shall hide a multi- 
tude of sins.” 

The word regeneration only occurs 
twice in the New Testament. In Matt. 
19:28 we read, “Ye which have fol- 
lowed me, in the regeneration, when 
the Son of man shall sit in the throne 
of his glory, ye also shall sit upon 
twelve thrones, judging _ the twelve 
tribes of Israel.” He wasn’t speaking 
of the human heart here but of the 
future of His kingdom when it would 
be renovated by fire, which is spoken 








the elements shall melt with fervent 
heat, the earth also and the works that 
are therein shall be burnt up. Seeing 
then that all these things shall - be 
dissolved, what manner of persons 
ought ye to be in all holy conversa- 
tion and godliness, looking for and 
hasting unto the coming of the day of 
God, wherein the heavens being on 
fire shall be dissolved, and the ele- 
ments shall melt with fervent heat? 
Nevertheless we, according to his 
promise, look for new heavens and a 
new earth.” 


‘Truly there will be a cleansing 
when all is destroyed and everything 
purified. 

So we see to regenerate anything, 
whether it is the dark recesses of 
the human heart or this earth, it 
must be made new. “Therefore, if 
any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed away; 
behold, all things are become new.” 
2 Cor, 5:17. 


There is always the visible change. 
All things are of God who hath recon- 
ciled us to himself by Jesus Christ, 
and hath given to us the ministry of 
reconciliation. This means restoring 
us to favor with God. 

There is nothing that cleanses or 
renovates like the blood of Jesus ap- 
plied by the Holy Ghost to the human 
heart and life.
